The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 1, line 
12, after "In" -the- should be inserted while on line 15, "with" should be omitted. On 
page 5, lines 1 1 and 14, "1" should be changed to -10--. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 1 , after "grip" -said tool- should be inserted since it is not the grip 
that is applied to the injection-molding machine. On line 5, before "constitute" -further-- 
should be inserted since the detachable molding member is not the only member 
making up the molding tool. On line 6, "extending" should be changed to --extends--. On 
line 7, "the" (first occurrence) should be changed to -an-, after "hole" --of the molding 
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member— should be inserted while "detachable molding member including an" should 
be deleted. On line 9, "extended" should be changed to -extending-. On line 10, "to" 
should be changed.to -for the--. On line 11, after "reassemble" -of- should be inserted. 

In claim 3, line 4, after "connection" --with- should be inserted. 

In claim 4, line 3, "circumference" should be changed to -circumferential wall — 
since it is unclear how two outer circumferences can be threaded to each other. Claim 
4, line 4, after "member" -is-. 

Claims 1-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The above claims define over the prior art since the prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest the base member and detachable molding member as set forth in claim 1 .
